This is in response to an Office Action mailed on February 6, 2002 in which a 
restriction requirement was issued for the above referenced apphcation. 

By way of response, Applicants hereby elect claim group EH, claims 4-6, 8-9, and 
22-23, directed to nucleic acid molecules, vectors, host cells, etc., for examination and 
have canceled claims corresponding to the non-elected groups I-II, IV- VI, and VIQ-X. 

However, applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider the claim 
division and include claim 13 in the elected group. Specifically, the point of novelty of 
claim 13 is the nucleic acid molecules of the claim fi-om which it depends, claim 5, The 
dependent claim 13 provides a specific use (method of detecting a nucleic acid of claim 
5) of the subject matter and it is believed that examination of this claim would not unduly 
burden the Examiner with additional review issues. 
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
